up. 'J'liis Will the case with Sir llic!i»rd 
Oartnrni^lit, tho Times' model stateamaD, 
recently at L:uicaster. Be made state- 
ments, which oven for him were very 
*' wild," and was soon followed up by 
Mr. D. MoMaster, M. P., who spoke aa 
follows to his constituents of the public 
: debt, which wo hear of so inuoh juat now: 

a ."You all do not know Sir Richard as wall 
■ ja^ ^e.-ia:^tbB.Jioaae of oommoiuldo. There 
wM'-Iie IS cliielfly' noted "for" his extravagant 
statements, for his inagnidoent hyperbole 
of speiich. (Applause.) So you must take 
what tiir Iticliard aaya with a consider- 
able amount ot suit . ( LaUL;hler.) Let ua 
examiue aomo of thuso subjects in detail. 
He said he could prove bis statement 
,fjrj>n^^> public jdooumeDts. We .will 
iO^Aafle '^ow "far this bluff is 'jastified. 
Now, to bef!in, he told you the 
public delt was 5281,000,000, and 
endeavored to draw the inference that 
.H^i^l^Wjglie tberiB-.tjras f^a.increase in tho debt 
and the annual expenditure there was 
necessarily extravagance. That would 
depend upon whether the expenditure was 
properly made. Sir Richard, however, 
was careful not to tell yon thut in the 
8281,000,000 was included 820,000,000, 
..■„ ■ part of tho loan madn to the Canadian 
W Pauitio railway company, which tho com- 
pany had repaid at the time he was 
Bpeakini^. But .Sir Richard, dealing in 
big litTures and extravaijant language, did 
not think it necessary to make this little 
"•V--- deduction of twenty millions, (Applauee) 
It was no doubt very galling to him to 
see ft repaid, aa he said, when, the loan of 
930.000,000 was made, the money had 
been absolutely thrown away. Oh the 
Ist July, 1885, the tntal gross debt of the 
iJomiiiKiu was §26-1, 000, 000. But we 
Jiad public iiaaots, exclusive of public 
»j| landa and works, in tlio form of iuvoal- 
ments bumiiig interest amounting to 
§G8,OO0,00O. To take stock and a«cer- 
taio the correct state of our accouiits, our 
investments should be deducted from our 
debts, and the Ijalance, 3196,000,000, 
, was uur not debt. Hut tliia 819(3,000,000 
was nut chargeable t.j any particular ad- 
ministration in the Dominion, for the 
);roater portion of it represented the 
debts of each of the provinces before 
confederation, the debts of the now pro- 
vinces that cameinsince cunfuderntionand 
the concession ma.de to the several pro- 
vinces since confederation. The total 
sums so assumed by the Dominion for the 
several grovinoes amounted to f 106,000, - 
000, and if we deduct this sum of 810G,- 
000,000 from tho net debt of the Domin- 
i(ui, 000,000 tho baluiiCB, §90,000,- 

000 represents tlio total sum added to our 
debt for Dominion purposes since cunfod- 
ayKion. Of the eighteen years since . 
federation tho reformers were in power 
five years, and the conservatives thirteen. 
The public aooounts show that of the 
590,000,000 an added tu our debt, for D«- 
ininioii purposi^s, tho roformers added 
§40,000,000 in five yeeas, and the conser- 
vatives but $50,000,000 is thirteen years. 
[Applause]. The reform expenditure of 
forty millions was reduced by about five 
millions, tho amount wo received from 
the Americans fur the use of our fisheries, 
but this was un unusual receipt, 
and by oreditiug it made tho reform 
addition tu the debt look le* than it 
really WBi." He then, went on at great 
length to refute the wandering Knight's 
BWoeiiitiL; fiasuiliiiu that "not a cent was 
ordered l)y Mr Maukonzio in discharging 
tho obligations which his predecosaors 
had utidiirtakuii and which he could not 
honestly ignore." "That was," he aaid, "a 
bold statement and Sir Richard must have 
kaowo better.' Mr, Mackenzie had added 
to the debt on his own account. First, 
there wore ih'iHo oimrnioun dofioita of Sir 
Richard's (applnuiu-; that liad to bo made 
up with burrowed luoiioy. Next there 
wa> the expenditure of Mr. Mackenzie on 
' tKe" Pacific railway which we were not 
hound to ciitiatruct until ton years from 
1871, anil c'lily no as not to incruaso tho 
burden of taxntioii. TluMi did Sir llich- 
ard forj^ot tlio oudnmius loss on the steel 
rail purcliafii^ ( (.Vpplauso.) Was Mr, 
Mackenzie bound by tho act of the wick- 
ed torles to buy those railal- Did Sir 
Richard forget tho frightful saeriGoo of 
money made upon tlio Fort Francis look, 
whioh waa to bo a link in tho tranacoii- 
tininitil land and wntor arrutch route? 
Did ho not know that even after tho main 
line of tile routo for the railway had been 
fixed eighty miles south of the Fort 
Francis looks, the oxpendjture'was still 
kept ap on tho locks, and that we have 
nothing for thia oxpenditure to day but 
tiiat moiiuiniuit in tho wilderness to the 
folly and iiiooinpetuncy of the reform 
govuriitnL'nt. (Loud applause.) Surely 
Mr. iMaoltt'uzui and Sir Richard will not 
deny the paternity of tho water stretch 
noliomo ? Thou ngjiii .Sir Richard must 
kiioAT that Ilia fjoveriimont, far from ac- 
cepting responiibility for their predeoes' 
bo[b' acts actually oanoejled the tenderc 
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called for by tho tory government for the 
deepening uf the Welland canal— and ad- 
vertized for fresh tenders for tho work — 
thus taking the burden on their own 
shoulders (applause). . And so on to the 
end of tho chapter it may be shown that 
the Mackenzie government is fairly en- 
titled to share its $40,000,000 uf tho 
•90,000,000— or ?35,000,000 in round 
numbers if we deduct the amount of the 
Fishery award which was an exceptional 
receipt. * ♦ ♦ Then again Sir Rich- 
ard conn)lainod tu you that our annual 
expenditure had incroasud from S2.'J,O0O,- 
000 annually in 1878, t) §35,000,000 in 
1886. That was correct, but hu oniiltud 
to tell you that our revenue had coi rou- 
pondingly increased, and ho also omiit'.'d 
to tell you that lour extended territory, 
the necessity for constructing our trans- 
continental railway, the development 
of the Northwest, the enhanced 
cost of admiiiiBleriiig our extended terri- 
tory, the enlargement of the public sur- 
vice, and the annual subsides to provinces 
proportioned upon increase in popuhuion, 
interest upon our public debt ' and many 
other legitimate purposes had all rendered 
the increase in our annual expenditure 
neooBsary. . . . After all 
this ranting about ruin and exlravugancu, 
we have a far loss debt per head tliiiu any 
of ttie prosperous Au'trulian colonics, tho 
rate of interest payable per head in Oana- 
di* is loss than it was eight years »^o, our 
expt3dditt^j$»(fctax<^bfejeai'for the present 
and future beriiafit of our country, and 
represent — not a wanton waste of nioiioy 
in wiir and bloodshed — but a pornianoiu 
and judicious investmoiit of public moiioy 
[Loud tti)plausi>]. In our housokoeping 
accounTa since confederation, luir total 
receipts exceed our total expenditures by 
over twenty mfllibna bi dollars, and to- 
day our credit istandi higher in 
the money markets of tho world 
than it ever did before, [.\ppliuuo J 
The grit brood who think leas of tho coun- 
try's good nauie than of tho "flesh i)ot8" 
they are so anxiously seeking will flud cold 
comfort in such utternuces as thuno whioh 
ought put them to shauio and Htloiice them 
forever. Canai^a stunds high in tho money 
centres of ' the world, notwithstanding tho 
ingloriooB atteiapts,of the grit iTeremiaha to 
ruin her oob'mbroiuly both at home and 
abroad. 

RUSSIAN FINAtrOBS. 

The intelligence that the Russian gov - 
ernment has authorized the issue of 125,- 
000,000 roubles in paper money accords 
with the general impression in Europe 
that war ia fully anticipated in the inner 
circles at St. Petersburg. It may lupt oc- 
cur immediately and the peaceful s(>lutioii 
of the question aa to who shall next occu- 
py the Bulgarian throne may yet defer it 
for a oousidarable time, but tho czar is 
apparently resolved at least upon.;roaktn(( 
ready for an emergency. The new forced 
loan, fur such it is, ia the largest that hua 
been contracted in a good many years. 
The policy, in fact, of the government 
sfnce the Napoleonic wars has been tu 
make every possible rffort to restoro the 
value of its currency, wbidb rctoeived a 
,,Qrit|hd^y^ bbw in' tbe^eigniof I'pa^^ 
TI,'who ocvered tbe''annual deGoits'of her 
adininistratiofi by issues of paper rnubles 
amounting at her death to ^?1G0,000,000. 
All of the old paper money was withdrawn 
ill 1843 and bank notes were .subslitutod 
for it. A State bank was established in 
1859, under the control of the minister of 
finance, and through this institution tho 
new notes go forth. Prior to the Russo- 
Turkish war there was a roasonublo ho]50 
that specie payments might be resurnod 
within a few years.. This prospect, liow- 
ever, must now bo relegated to tho back- 
ground of the future. This last issue of 
paper is a largo addition to an iilrciuly 
enormous public debt. At tlu- ond of 
1885 this debt, exclusive of obligatinns 
incurred in connection with riulriiada, 
amounted approximately to .52,000.000,- 
000. The railroad obligations worn ^750,- 
000,000. ' Th« paper money which had a 
forced circulation, was $542,600,000. Tu 
this Binouut 125,000,000 nmbloa, or 
§100,000,000 mu:t n<.w bo added, m-ik- 
ing in all It0-12..500,000. Tim tutil debt 
of Russia, therefore, ia at tho present 
writing §3,392,500,000. This is a hoavy 
load to stagger under. At tha saiuu 
time Bassia has not wbat4n strict tunna 
may be called an inflated uurroticy 
since aho has probably a cun.^ider 
ably smaller amount than hor health 
ful commercial needs would really 
demand. Sh» has ?5 20 of i^old, silver 
and paper money per capita, while the 
United Slatea have §21 10 and othor 
countries still more. An addition ■ f pa- 
per money to her circulation, baaed solo- 
ly upon tho questionable s(dvoncy uf tho 
government, is not a reul addition to her 
means of barter, if it is accumpanied by 
general commercial distrust. It may well 
be asked how long the government can 
maintain the luanduto of enfi reed circu- 
lation, with its obligations continuing to 
increase and tho growth of itn revenue 
fair ig to keep pace with them. Meaii- 
nile, hi/wever, Ruesia does not allow her 
Gnancial erobarrasaments to . interfere 
with her ambition to extend her territory 
and to incroaaa her foreign influence. 
But for these funiptiiiL; objoctH, and tho 
keeping uf them cnstautly bufuru ilio 
eyes of her stronger clasBos, it ia very 
doubtful if she eould so long have resisted 
those marked internal tendencies tuward 
ruin and anarchy which constantly threat- 
en her.

Only such men wore se- 
lected as are required at unce. Tho 
remainder departed evidently satisfied 
that they would be taken back aa soon as 
tho li(iu:ioa were in full niiming ahupe 
No diMiculty botwaon old and now om- 
pluyti'j ia antioipalod. All strikers taken 
back are coinpellud tu sign a paper in 
which they agree not to leave their work 
without giving. thajr employers two weeks 
notice. On the other hand tho packers 
agree not to discharge any of their men 
without giving them similar notice. To 
still further bind the men tu an ngree- 
ment each one ia roqi^ired to dep. sit $60 
with his urnployor, this aum to bo taken 
gradually uut of his wages. 

Contrary to expectation the day' at the 
stockyards was mure quiotthan for several 
woeks, .'\11 told about 10,000 ex striker.! 
made a formal application fur work; not 
over 10 per cent, wero given immediate 
employment. The indications this even- 
ing aro of a decidedly peaceful character, 
no disturbances having been repoited. 

— A Hpecinl 
from McKeuzio, Teiiii., says: Charlie 
Dinwiddio, colored, wag arrested hero on

To TUK EiuroH: — I suppose you have 
heard a groat deal about the bad disloyal 
Inditins among the Taimpsheana. Now 
we do net think we are disloyal; but the 
w ay tho guverument men have treated us 
has made US wonder what was to be done 
next, : 

Many years ago we in this place thought 
it baril when Mr. Duncan brought the 
man-of-war and took many of ua and took 
our whiskey, and we did not think that 
the government did right, but we were 
told if we wuuld atop drinking and fight- 
ing and be good the g'overiiment would 
treat ua kinclly. ^ e./i. .- i 

About twelve yearaagorthe good.^ irowt 
of teiichint! commenced IferS, *ri^ 'we^all 
guvo up the liquor and tho potlatch, and 
the ii. B. Co. hud taken all the whiskey 
away from here. Now we began to talk 
of building a new town, but wo were told 
that tho land would be taken- from us. 
Our teachers met ua in council about this, 
and also the ofiicers of the fivB. Co., and 
they assured ua that our good mother, the 
Qtieon, and tho guvcrnment would aee 
that wo had uur rights, that they had al- 
ways done 80 with the Indians, and »e 
received a let'.or from Dr. Powell telling 
us that (his would be the case, that he 
would see to that, and a great many other 
nice words. At the time of Dr. Powell's 
first visit here, about 1877, our people all' 
rejoiced whon ho met us in council in tho 
largo house uf one of our chiefs to give us 
his words. Ho said he waa sent by our 
great good mother tho CJueen, and whoir 
our chiefs ti;ld him that we had been 
troubled much about uur land he said he 
would leo that our land was kept to us, 
and if we had any trouble we wero tu send 
to him. W'u did so but he t,jok no notice 
i.f our land. We heard (whether it waa 
true ur nut) that he had gone in to take 
up some land for a fishery on the Naaa, 
and then as tim'e paased on one day a man 
landed here when moat of our people 
were away, and commenced tosurvey the 
land all round the bay at .Simpson, and 
wo heard that Dr. Powell was in the land 
grab hero. Perhaps it was nut so. but we 
hoard that Dr. Powell and a lot oi great 
chiefs had tikon tho land from us, or, they 
said, bought it from tho government, and 
that ft railroad was coming and we should 
bo put oil uur land. This troubled ua 
much, <u,d it made us feel badly that the 
good white people should;:;^,Oome with the 
Bible and school to teach US, and £t thu 
same timo the white man was cuming to 
take uur laud that our fathers for gener- 
ations had lived on, and that God gave to 
them, and thia brought ua great trouble. 
Still our minsiuiiurioa wuuld tell us to bo 
go3d and wail and wo should have our 
rights, and letters from the great'^chief. 
Dr. Powell, would tell us not to be trou- 
bled. But, sir, wo must nut make this 
too long now, but if you will bo kind 
onuugli til allow it we wish through your 
paper I; let all the Christian people and 
all I he government know our trouble aud 
our truu position.

On Thursday evening last the wife of 

Joaeph Trothoway, who lives on a ranch 
three miles west uf N'oomin station, com- 
mitted suicide by dro wmng. The unfor- 
tunate woman had been in poor health 
tor somo time and was deptoaaed and 
melancholy. She appeared to be worse 
on Thursday and Mr. Trothoway came to 
the Miaaioij in the evening to see hia mo- 
ther and gee help and advice, leaving his 
sister Kiumn, aged 15, in utteadunce on 
hia wife. Altir tho husband left, Mrs. 
Trethoway retired to bod and soon seem- 
ed to bo sleeping soundly and the g'rl in 
charge lay down on the same bed and fell 
asleep, having had no rest tho night bo- 
fore. When Joseph Trethoway returned 
from tho Mission about 10 o'clock Thurs- 
day night, he found his wife had ariaen, 
dressed herself and loft tho house during 
his absence aud unknown to hia sister, 
who was still sleeping vbeh he returned.

The Hack Bylaw. 

Yesterday Government street aasamod 
its old time appearance. The cabs, which 
had been removed to Douglas street, re- 
turned to their old stand when judgment 
waa ^iven in favor of Minckler. He held 
a license under the old regulations, and 
claimed that during the continuaQoa of 
such license his stand was on Government 
street, as set forth in the license, and not 
on Douglas street as directed by tho re- 
cent bylaw. It was claimed that other- 
wise there would bo an infringuiont on 
vested rightj and conaecjuent illegality. 
The case was argued by Mr. T. 
Davie some day» -"gOj »nd 
Mr. Johnson gave judgment yes- 
terday Imorning. He said that as 
Miticklor's old license waa still in force 
the charge ugainat him must be diainissod. 
Ho wished it understood, however, thut 
he expressed no opinion as to the validity 
of the bylaw which would probably be 
enforced as respected oabinen who bad 
taken out lioenses under it. Upon the 
announcement of tho deciaion all the 
cabmen returned to their old Govornmont 
street stand and the express wagons to 
Yatea, near Government. This is rather 
a peculiar state uf affairs, and quite un- 
latiafaotory. It seems etraugs that such a 
oontlDgen'oy waa not foresaon when the 
bylaw' was under considerntion. The city 
barrister must have had tha deciaion of 
Mr. Justice Gray in the caio of McLaren 
V. Clay in mind when he revised 
the bylaw, and it is unfortun- 
ate that the latter waa not drawn 
in aooordancs with it. However, aa the 
matter rests only tbuee hackmen who 
havelicenses under the eld regulation have 
tho right to remain on Oovorninont strooi; 
the present bylnw holds good as roapecta 
all otbora. It would hardly be fair, how- 
ever, to permit a few tii roniiiiii on Grov- 
ernmont street simply because they liold 
licenses under the old regulations frooi 
which the great majority are debarred. 
As niattei-s now stand il looks as if the 
"cabbioa" would hold tho fnrt until tho 
first of the year when the licenaej expire. 

Timber Lir.uiiscH. 

On the recommendation of tha minis- 
ter of the interior, and under the provi- 
sions of tho Act 47 Vic , chap C, inti- 
tuled "An Act respecting the Vancouver 
island railway, thu Esijuimalt graving 
dock, and certain railway lands uf the 
province of Sritisb Columbia granted to 
the Dominion," his excellency, by and 
with the advice of the (jueeu's privy coun- 
cil for Oanttdu, has been pl«iaaod tu nrdor 
and it his hereby ordered, that clause 6 
of the regulations governing the cutting 
of timber on Dominion landa within tho 
railway belt in British Columbia lying 
south of 49° 34' north latitude and. west of 
the 121* of longitude west of "Qfeenwich, 
approved by order in council of 20th 
April, 1885, aa amended by order in 
council of the ICth July, 1885, bo and 
the same ia hereby amended eo aa ttj read 
as follows: 

5 "No timber license shall be granted 
for a larger area than 2000 acres of land 
for each 25,000feot, board measure, of lum- 
ber that the mill operated in connectiun 
therewith ia capable of cutting in 12 houra, 
nor shall the license ba granted foratooger 
period than four years. Tbe license shall 
not be transferable and may be surren- 
dered at any time. 

' "The licensee shall pay to the minister uf 
the interior, for the use of her majesty, 
annually during tho currency of the li- 
cense, the sum uf SIO for every 1,000 
acres covered thereby, thu first payment 
to be made upon the granting of the li- 
cense and thereafter annually. In default 
of payment tho licenau ahall bo void," — 
Guniula Gazette. 

This amendment docs not refer in any 
way to the £. & N. railway, but comes 
under under the title ."certain railway 
lands, etc." 

TheiPii^st Newspaper In Cnll- 
roriiiu. 

The tlrat newspaper in tho Ciolden State 
made its appearance at Monterey, August 
16th, 184C, producing quito a little seusa- 
tion. A crowd was wailing when tho 
first papor waa thrown oQ thu prosa, and 
it ia said that no bank was over prcaaed so 
hard; not, honever, tu got specie, but ex- 
actly the reverse. In hia fifth volume of 
the bistoiy of Oalifornia, Mr. Bancroft, 
the Pacific ooSat historian; presents as a 
graphic sketch of the event. To Robert 
Semple ia attributed the conception of tho 
idea. A partnership waa forinod between 
him and — Cotton aa editors and publish- 
era. Semple ia very humoroualy des- 
cribed by hia partner aa "an emigrant 
frqm Kentucky in buckskin dreas, a fox- 
akin cap, true with hia rifle, ready with 
hia pen, and quick at tho typo caae." Tho 
typo and press wore found in the govern- 
ment houao, and tho paper waa of tho 
quality employed ta envelope the tabucco 
of the cigar smoked by tho natives. Thia 
incident may be regarded aa one of tho 
most important of any in the annals of 
that eventful period of early Oalifornia

The lecture delivered last evening at 
the Methodist church by Dr. Eby, mis- 
sionary tu Japan, atlrncted <)uite a large 
audience. The lecturer poaseasca a happy 
and eft'eotivB style (jf narration and hia 
desoriptiona of Japan, together with the 
traditions and life of the people, were ex- 
ceedingly interesting. Ilia aubject cov- 
ered a variety of topics novel to an Eng- 
liah audienoe. He thoroughly illuatrutud 
the advance of tha Japanoao onipiro, also 
the thrift of Its mercantile interest,!. In 
the early daya cf Japan tho iiihabituiita 
had an idea that Japan waa tho only ijreat 
country on tho globe; that the makur of 
the universe uaed in the formation of 
other countries what was left after the 
completion of Japan. ''This theory was 
shaken, however, when their teachers re- 
turned from abroad aud told thorn that 
there wore othor oountiiea in tlie world 
more vast in extdnt than Japan and more 
prolific snd varied in their niitural resour- 
ces. Mlips were introduced and tho 
Japanese awoke to the fact that Japan 
was only a small island on the coast of a 
great continent, infinitesimal in compari- 
son. They I'ealized that thoy bore tho 
same relation tu the eoiitinent on their 
west, aa En;(land to tho European conti- 
nent. Since that time it has been tbe 
aim and struggle of the Japanese people, 
to wiold a similar power over the great* 
east, and they hav^''bertainly made great 
progress toward coiitroHing tho islands of 
the Orioiit. Tho work of proi^'reasion liaa 
beun going on for years and iiiuet ulti- 
mately make tha four ialaiids that coin- 
priso the Japanese government tho lead- 
ing nation of tho Orient. The country 
!3 mountainous and the scenery ueriutiiui. 
What nature lacked has been oomphted 
b^f millioiia of patient laborera during a 
hundred yeara of work, until tho higluviiva 
proaeiit attr&ciintis beyond the iiii-it, illa- 
tion, and in many instances excelling tho 
moat lovely and picturesque portion 
of tho European or American conti- 
nent Tho mountains' are volcanic 
and earthquakes are very commou, averag- 
ing a shock (ivory day. The olimnto is de- 
ligUtful iu tbo north of tho empire, thongli 
as one pusso.s Kuuth the air is somewhat 
oppressive aud euorvatiug. I'ho agricul- 
tural products of tbe country arc rico, tea, 
grain, fruits and vegetables, two erojjs be- 
ing produced iu one year. Rare and beau- 
tiful flowers abound but, strange as it may 
appear, emit no (ragrauco, and tho birds uf 
handsome plumage are without aoug. The 
Japa are an imitative race, and readily 
adopt ideas. Their chief pursuit ia land- 
scape gardening, and tho suburbs of Tokio 
and othernarge eentres of population jirc- 
sent miniature landscape of surpassing 
loveliuess, oontniniug in their borders small 
lokea, rlvera aud mountains, decorated at 
intervals by richly decorated 'arbors and 
houses of unique structure. 

Japan ia making great strides forward iu 
manufacturing, and producoa goods 
now in groat flemaud throughout tho 
world. Their bronze, porcelain aud lacquer 
ware work is peouliar to theiuselvea, and 
has never bseu excelled by auy country'. 
Thoir imports are inoraasing rapidly, con- 
sisting largely of cotton and woolen goods, 
coat oil, maohinery and instructive books. 
The importanoo of the trade likely to grow 
between this country and Japan is sure to 
reach large proportions now that wo have a 
railway to the -Vtluntio, nud within tho nest 
few years British Columbia will bear close 
commercial rolutioua with this little empire 
of the Orient, with millions of thrifty eutoi- 
prising pooplo. Tho lecturo was evidently 
enjoyed by all present, and Dr. Eby drew 
their undivided attention during the entire 
eveniug.
